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the President in regard to school aid 
and the appointment of a_ private 
school panel charged with designing 
Pruposals that would evade the con- 
stitutional ban on church school aid 
were far from reassuring to those 
who believe in separation of church 
and state and oppose any tax for re- 
ligion. 

In an accompanying statement, Mr. 
Archer charged that the President's 
assertion that nonpublic schools were 
closing “‘at the ‘rate of one day’’ was 
true of only one school system—the 
Roman Catholic. ‘‘Actually,”’ Mr. Ar- 


cher said, ‘‘other private schools are 
increasing rapidly and there is an 
over all increase in nonpublic 


schools. Only the Catholic system is 
declining--the result of special prob - 
lems within that communion. It does 
seem bizarre to propose that tax- 
payers should now be required to 
shore up a separate school system 
for which the Catholic people are no 
longer willing to pay. Diversion of 
large government grants to th ese 
schools can. only result in cutting 
funds for the public schools and the 
consequent decline of that system. It 
would be much cheaper and a much 
wiser public policy to absorb these 
children into the public system than 
to pay for their education in a host of 
duplicative competitive systems.”’ 


The text of Mr. Archer’s telegram 
to President Nixon follows= 


We respectfully urge you to recen- 
sider the policy which your adminis- 
tration is develeping regarding feder- 
al aid to parochial schools. The Amer- 
ican people, as referenda and opinion 
polls have always shown, oppose tax 
aid for parochial schools and over- 
whelmingly support the traditional 
American policies of church - state 
Separation and public funds for pub- 
lic schools only. 

They understand that subsidies for 
parochial schools are subsidies and 
preferential treatment for the church- 
es which own and operate them, that 
such aid would wreck interfaith har- 
mony, further divide our people by 
creed, race, class, and- other ways,

WASHINGTON (BP)—The U. S. Su- 
preme Court, in a 7-1 decision, has 
upheld tax exemption for property 
used for religious purposes. 

The general principle enunciated by 
Chief Justice Warren Burger, who de- 
livered the opinion of the court, is 
“that we will not tolerate either gov- 
ernmentally established religion or

governmental interference with reli- 
gion.”’ 

The court asserted that there can- 
not be ‘‘absolute’’ separation of 
church and state and that there must 
always be some degree of contact or 
relationship between the two. 

The problem, .according to the 
court, in church-state relations is to 
avoid excessive involvement of the 
State with the church or the church 
with the state. 

Tax exemption, the court declared, 
“creates only a minimal and remote 
involvement between church and state 
and far _ less than taxation of 
churches.’ 

Such exemption, the court continu- 
ed, “restricts the fiscal relationship 
between chufch and state, and tends 
to complement and reinforce the de- 
Sired separation insuiating each from 
the other.”’

Walz contended that such tax 
exemption to church property indi- 
retly required him to make a con- 
tmbution to religious bodies, thereby 
vblating the First Amendment to the 
Gmstitution which prohibits an es- 
tHlishment of religion. The Supreme 
Gurt denied this contention. 

The Walz case attracted unusual at- 
tation throughout the nation when it 
was accepted for review by the Su- 
pteme Court. A total of 11 separate 
Amicus Curiae (friend of the court) 
btiefs were filed in addition. to the 
briefs by Walz and the Tax Commis- 
Sion of the City of New York.

Mrs. O'Hair wanted the churches to 
be taxed, while the Baptist committee 
contended that it would be a denial of 
the principle of religious liberty 
if their tax exemption were lifted. The 
court in its decision agreed with the 
Baptists. 


Justice William O. Douglas was the 
lone dissenter in the Walz case.,He 
said that “‘the question in the case 
therefore is whether believers — or- 
fanized in church groups — can be 
made exempt from real estate taxes, 
merely because they are believers, 


aoe while nonbelievers, whether organized 
; or not, must pay the real estate 
taxes.’’ 


Douglas further based his dissent 
on the contention that tax exemption 
constitutes a subsidy for the church- 
es,.which he says is in violation of 
the First Amendment. = 

The court rejected Douglas’ view 
on the grounds that payment of taxes 
by churches would constitute financial 
Support of the government by the 
churches. 

Chief Justice Burger stated that 
there are as many hazards involved 
when the church supports the state 
as when the state supports the church. 

The court made it clear that it did 
not uphold tax exemption for church- 
es_on the basis of ‘‘absolute’”’ separa- 


tion nor on the basis of “‘social wel- . 


fare services or ‘good works’ 
some churches perform.”’ 

To set up a standard of good works 
to justify tax exemption for churches, 
the court contended, would make the 
government a judge as to the amount 
of good a church should do to justify 
its exemption. This would produce un- 
due interférence with the churches by 
the state, the court said. 

In the dicta that accompanied its 
decision the court virtually upheld its 
former decisions on bus rides and 
textbooks for pupils in parochial 

. schools. It also defended the assump- 
* tion that tax exemption for churches 
does not violate the original intention 

of the constitution makers. 

In its conclusion the court said: “It 
appears that at least up to 1885 this 
court, reflecting more than a century 
of our history and uninterrupted pract- 
ice, accepted without discussion the 

Proposition that federal or state 
grants to tax exemption to churches 
were not a violation of the religious 
clauses ‘ofthe First! Ariendment. As 
to the New York statute, we now con- 
firm that view.” 

Justices John M. Harlan and Wil- 
liam J. Brennan Jr., concurred in the 
finding of the majority of the court, 
but filed separate opinions along with 
that of Justice Burger.

The property 
nvolved here is in excess of the 
amount of property which a religious 
wciety can hold, and it cannot be 
ieard to claim an exemption from 


faxation, in the court of equity, of ~

Jessie Muriel Ray, the church’s bond 
director; Hugh E. McGee Jr., an at- 
torney from Houston; and Paul D. 
MeMillan and Clyde L. Rabun, both 
identified as Houston church bond 
brokers. ; 
_ Federal District Judge Lansing L. 
Mitchell, who will hear the case, set 
bond for Driscoll and McGee at $1,- 
000. Judge Mitchell set arraignment 
in the case for May 20, at which time 
the defendents will enter their pleas 
and their attorneys will file motions 
before the count. 

Driscoll was unavailable for com- 
ment, but he is expected to plea not 
guilty to the charges. 

U. S. Attorney Daniel J. Markey, 
who presented the case to the grand 
jury, said he expected a lengthy trial 
with numerous motions and counter 
motions. = 

“This was the hardest decision (to 
prosecute) I’ve had to make in my 
career,’’ Markey said. “It was not 
something -we did with relish, but un- 
der the law, we felt we had to prose- 
cute.”’ 

According to the indictment, the 
first count charges fraud in the sale 
of securities, counts two through 12 
allege separate instances of mail 
fraud, and the last count charges a 
general conspiracy.

These ‘three programs alone ac- 
count for about 200,000 of the more 
than 350,000 audience response letters 
received by the Commission each 
year, the agency's director said. 

“This is the real proof we have that 
our messages are getting through— 
that they are reaching people where 
they live and turning their thoughts 
to God,"’ he said. se 

Stevens explained that the Commis- 
sion's follow - up program seeks

funny beliefs about the Bible and look 
at his strange notions about the au- 
thority of the Word of Gog and the 
inspired Scriptures.”

Q: In that same area, in the Execu- 
tive Committee address in Nashville 
last September you declaréd yoursetf 
for the 1963 Statement of Faith and 
previous statements of faith by Bap- 
tist bodies. Is there any thought on 
your part that these statements, rath- 
er broad, should be more specific? 


A: No. They please me exactly. For 
example, the 1963 statement declares 
the nature of the ordinances. It 
doesn't spell it out that you have got 
to be, and then all of these discus- 
sions concerning alien immersion and 
flosed communion — you don’t find 
them in there. There is room in those 
articles of faith and has been from 
the beginning, for every shade of Bap- 
tist opinion concerning the ordi- 
nances, concerning the Bible, de- 
nominational structure relationship of 
the churches — all the way through. 
But you have got to believe something 
and it ought to mean something to be 
a Baptist. That is a magnificent, 
broad, inclusive area where all of us 
who are Baptists can find ample room 
to apply. We are doing it. 


Q: You are more restrictive in the 
practices of First Baptist Church of 
Dallas than you would want the South- 
ern Baptist Convention to be? 


, A: Absolutely, .1_don't .want-Nir- 
ginia to change. If I could go over 
there and change the brethren—I’m 
talking about their attitude toward the 
ordinances — I would not do it. Here 
in this church and our churches_ in 
the Southwest for the most part, we 
are like that (more restrictive), but 
I would not seek to impose that. If 
you are sémething else you ought to 
go over there and be with those peo- 
You ought not to say I am a

A: 1 am in great sympathy with 
what the Christian Life Commission 
wanted to do. What they wanted to 
do was to challenge the cheap moral- 
ity expounded by those professors of 
situation ethics and these downright 
pornographically minded men like the 
publishers of Playboy. They wanted to 
challenge the new morality. I am in 
sympathy with that. Man alivin’, chal- 
lenge it anywhere in the world. The 
only thing that I think as a friend of 
theirs, not as an enemy, is that there 
is a better way possibly to go about 
that in the framework of our South- 
ern Baptist people.

Q: This wili be the first convention 
in Denver. Theologically, I guess 
Baptists do grow more conservative 
as they settle Westward. Do you see a 


‘ifferent convention from that of last 


year in Néw Orleans? If so, in what 
way? ;

This editorial is prompted by 
two-matters which have come to 


our attention’ in the past few 
days. 

One is a letter from the“ An- 
nuity Board announcing that the 

rtunity for preachers and 
othér church workers to take the 
new Group Insurance Program 
offered by the Board ‘‘without a 
physical examination’’ will come 
to a close on July 1, 1970. 

This plan, which was opened to 
Southern Baptist preachers and 
church workers last fall, is one of 
the finest group insurance plans 
that has been offered in the his- 
tory of the Southern Baptist Con- 
vention.

The 
longer the preacher or the chur- 
ch.waits, the smaller will be the 
retirement income, and the more 
serious will be the financial prob- 
lems of the preacher when the 
day comes that he must lay aside 
pastoral responsibilities. 

Protects Worker’ and Church 

For many years Mississip- 
pi Baptists have been working 
with Southern Baptists in seeking 
to provide retirement coverage 
for the preachers ‘and workers 
and protection for the churches 
when the worker retires, becom- 
es disabled, or dies. The Annui- 
ty Board plan provides the most 
adequate coverage for Southern 
Baptist church workers that is 
available to them. While some 
may argue that the ministers do 
not need this since they now have 
Social Security, the fact is that 
with inflation, the retired preach- 
er will need both that and the 
Annuity protection. Since the 
church cannot pay the Social Se- 
curity (except by raising the pas- 
tor’s salary- enough to cover it), 
let the pastor pay that, and the 
church pay the Annuity part. For 
$400.00 per year (if the salary 
is $4,000 or more) the church can 
join Southern Baptists in provid- 
ing a retirement plan for the 
preacher, an annuity for his wi- 
dow, and an educational fund for 
the children in the event of his 
death. If the salary is under 
$4,000 the cost is proportionate- 
ly less. 

The provision of this protec - 
tion is imperative. RUT IT MUST 
BE DONE NOW. NO CHURCH 
SHOULD DELAY ANOTHER 
DAY IN DOING IT. MANY 
MISSISSIPPI CHURCHES ARE 
IN THE PLAN, AND ALL OTH- 
ERS SHOULD VOTE TO GET IN 
IT NOW, BEFORE IT IS TOO 
LATE.

ABILENE, Tex. (BP) — When 
Hardin - Simmons University ‘senior 
Anchali Chitrithiang graduates from 
the Baptist school here in May with 
a major in biology, she plans to re- 
turn to her homeland, Thailand,—as 
a policewoman! 


Several years ago, the Bangkok 
girl decided to go tothe Baptist school 
after she had studied English in Bang- 
kok with Benton Williams, a Southern 
Baptist missionary to Thailand and 
personal friend of the school’s presi- 
dent, Elwin L. Skiles. 


After meeting Skiles when he was 
on.a trip to Southeast Asia, Miss 
Chitrithiang decided to go to Hardin- 
Simmons because, as she said, ‘‘I 
thought I’d like to go somewhere that 
I knew someone—especially if it was 
the president of the university!’’ 

During summers when she return- 
ed to Bangkok, Anchali worked with 
the police department. Her late father 
had been a policeman, and she had 
done police social work 

In working with the Police force, 
Miss Chitrithiang visited péople whp 
lived along the Cambodia-Thailand 
border whom, she said Cambodian

Communists had sought to convert to 
Communism. She said she told them 
about Communism and sought to min- 
ister to their physical needs. 

Miss Chitrithiang has had five mon- « 
ths of summer training in Thailand 
and will have seven more after gra- 
duation in May. 

She hopes to study at a professional 
police school in Washington, D. C., or 
Los Angeles beginning next January. 
After two years there she will return 
to Thailand. 

“People here think that Thailand 
is like the ‘‘King and I” and that our 
King has a shaved head and bare 
chest,”” Anchali said. ‘“‘But Thailand 
is a very modern country.”’ 

One disappearing part of traditional 
culture, however, is the Thai dance, 
she continued. The dance must be 
learned by the young to perfect move- 
ment, she said adding that because 
her family liked to hold the old cus- 
toms, she had learned to dance as a 
child.

aged to find the North Pole via snow- 
mobile in 1968. 
\ ‘We already have enough money 
to go,’"” Mr. Pederson said. ‘It’s just 
a question of how big we go.’’ The 
project is expected to cost about $1,- 
200,000. 

Mr. Pederson, who will supervise 
the use. of snow machines and other 
equipment on Mt. Ararat in eastern 
Turkey in June, said he has no doubt 
that Noah’s Ark is there.

The Lesson Explained 

THE ISSUE IN ANTIOCH (Acts 15: 

1-5) 

A group of believers from Jerusa- 
lem, a circumcision party, came to 
Antioch and began to teach that the 
Gentiles could not be saved apart. 
from becoming Jews. That is, they 
would have to be circumcised accord- 
ing to the requirements of the Mos- 
aic law. One can imagine the con- 


sternation of Paul and Barnabas and ‘ 


the church in Antioch, itself largely 
made up of Gentile believers. Therc 
was much debate about the matter. 
Without resolving the issue, it was 
agreed that Paul and Barnabas anc 
some others would go to Jerusalem 
for a conference with the apostles and 
elders there. This was in recognition 
of their being older in the faith; it 
was in no sense a recognition of their 
authority over the Antioch church. 


THE CONFERENCE IN 
JERUSALEM (Acts 15:6) 

The entire chapter calls for serious 
study, also Paul’s report in Galatians 
2:1-10. Verse 6 may point to a spe- 
cial conference of leaders itt* Jeruga- 
lem with the Antioch delegation, be- 
fore the matter was discussed in full 
by the larger body of believers. At 
any rate, there followed much de- 
bate by the whole church, with influ- 
ential statements made by Simon Pe- 
ter, Paul, Barnabas, and James (half 
brother of Jesus). 

James suggested that they not call 
in question the salvation of the Gentil- 
es but that they write. a.l¢ttes, to. be!,. 
sent to the Gentile churchés; ¢he6ur-"” 
aging the Gentile Christians to ab- 
Stain from gross evils, and that they 
be considerate of Jewish feelings 
about food which had been sacrificed 
to idols, about meat not properly bled, 
and about eating blood. There was no 
reference to the requirement of 
circumcision. The Holy Spirit was 
declared to join in or confirm the 
sentiments of the letter. If the Gen- 
tile Christians would respond to the 
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witness to

CHRIST (Gal. 2:15-21) ; 

One should read the opening verses 
of this chapter for background. Here 
in these verses from Galatians, Paul 
gives his witness as a dew, now a 
believer in Christ and a trophy of 
God's grace, that the forgiveness of 
sins and new life in Christ are re- 
ceived by grace through faith.

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ceptance by God, more than a new 
birth. Salvation means continuing in 
the life of faith.. And thus faith and 
works are inseparable, for faith is 
productive of works. Faith expresses 
itself in obedience, in doing the work 
of Christ, in love for Christ and love 
toward other persons, in kindness and 
generosity, in courage and steadfast- 
ness, in worship and witnegs.. Thus 
works are the fruit.of faith and a 
means of cultivating faith, Works 
of righteousness and service can nev- 
er supplement grace and faith as the 
means of receiving forgiveriess of 
sins'and new life in Christ. But grace 
is meaningless and faith is dead un- 
less works of righteousness and ser- 
vice show that salvation is dynamic 
and fruitful in the Christian’s life. 


The spirit of legalism is hurtful to 
Christian growth. — The legalist is 
really not free; he is in bondage. He 
is likely to become boastful, likely to 
likely 
to become unstable because he de- 
pends upon himself. instead of the 
grace of God. And thus Christian gro- 
wth is spoiled by the ugly spirit of 
self - righteousness or thwarted by 
dulness of faith. The Christian who is 
a legalist in all too often negative and 
critical, faultfinding and suspicious, 
irresponsible and hypocritical, erratic 
and indifferent. .The cure for legal- 
ism is a baptism of grace sanctified 
by instruction, and the dynamic for 
growth is a continuous yielding to the 
compulsions of grace.

When a person becomes a Chris- 
tian, it is the beginning of a life that 
should reflect growth and_maturity. 

. » I do not know how 
» many people I have 
'. known who have 
stopped growing. as 
Christians in Chris- 
itian personality; 
each was a retardant 
in Christian service. 
What-we need is how 
can we gain a Chris- 
tian personality that 
will enable us to serve God more ef- 
fectively? 

A few years ago a college made a 
study of the courses offered by the 
institution, in an attempt to de- 
termine the subjects which most gen- 
erally produced successful students 
and graduates. However, they discov- 
ered that it did not make a great deal 
of difference. Some taking a certain 
group- of studies failed, and others 
taking the same courses succeeded. 

Then they turned to find out why. 
After another year of study the fac- 
ulty committee came back with the 
report that success or failure de- 
pended upon 3 C’s: courage, courtesy, 
and cooperation. Success is a continu- 
fl upward spiral of progress. The 
growing personality that leans to suc- 
ceed must have the 3 C’s also; co- 
operation, courtesy, and courage. 

Cooperation 

Timothy was within himself a com- 
bination of many cultures. His moth- 
er was a strong Jewish woman who 
had felt the strong faith of her moth- 
er and had accepted her mother’s 
Christ as her own Saviour. The father 
is not known in scripture except his 
nationality — a Greek. Paul accepted 
the young man, not because of his 
Standing in Jewish - custom, but be- 
cause of his faith in Christ. He was 
well known by the churches of Lystra 
and Iconium. These churches had felt 
his faith. 

However, before Paul would expose 
him to the Jewish leaders around the 


world, he circumcised Timothy. Paul 


had preached against the Jewish law.
